The United States Ballot Box. 


Lee county bids fair to become famous 
for its inventive genius, and among its 
earliest and most prolific inventors is John 
Bioeher of Franklin Drove. 
His latest 
invention is a ballot box, which he claims 
will prevent fraud and revolutionize elec 
tion methods throughout the country. We 
have several times mentioned and partial 
1> described this invention. 
The Inter 
Ocean this morning gives a very good de­ 
scription of it, as follows 
Mr Blocber has worked on the scheme 
fur more than two years, during which 
time he has closely investigated ail exist 
mg election laws 
lie discovered many 
loopholes 
through 
which 
fraud could 
crawl, 
even 
in 
the 
Australian 
bal 
Dt system. 
Consequently 
Mr 
Bioeher 
-i t to work to invent a machine that can 
not fail in remleriug proper returns. 
Yesterday he had a model on exhibition. 
The ailair is simple in construction. 
A 
stout oak box contains the apparatus. 
I’ne lid of the box closes down after a 
ballot has been deposited 
Should it fail 
to do so then it is evident that a proper 
ballot has not been cast 
In the bottom of the box is a set of met­ 
al tubes, placed upright. 
There is one 
tube for each candidate. 
Over the mouth 
of the tubes is placed a thiu cover, with 
slots over each tube 
Then a metal lattice 
work goes over the cover, which has also 
corresponding slots. 
Each slot has pasted under it the name 
of a candidate. 
The different tickets are 
printed in various colors 
At the head of 
the r >w of slots, extending the length of 
the box, are holes Into which a ballot is 
put when the voter intends to cast a 
straight ticket 
Tiie voting is done by means of metal 
ballots the size of a penny, which lit the 
tubes below 
When the voter has satisfied 
the judges as to his right to east a ballot 
lie steps upon a raised platform, where 
he 
finds 
the 
box 
open 
and 
prop 
«•rly set 
Should he desire to vote 
a 
straight Republican ticket be takes a disk 
from the tiav and places 
it in the slot 
marked “ William McKinley, for 1’resi 
dent ” 
Then he closes the lid, tells the 
judge he has voted, and steps down. That 
individual turns a little crank connected 
with the Imx, the ballot falls into its prop 
er tube, and a bell registers that the vote 
has been cast. 
By an automatic lever 
the frame of hIois is again set. so that the 
next comer cannot see for whom b n pro 
deeessor voted 
The frame works on an interlocking 
principle, so that it is impossible to put 
more d b k s into the slot than are neces 
sary to east a vote for each candidate on 
one ticket A simple arrangement enables 
the voter to east a split ticket, but if a 
man attempts to vote dishonestly or in 
correctly the lid will not close and the 
evidence of fraud or error is visible 
Mr Bioeher claims that hta ballot box 
wdl save an immense sum in printing 
hills, a* the disks can be used ad infinitum. 
It is also an easy matter to couut the 
votes, and the inventor hopes to have his 
box ad 'pled in Illinois 
Michigan and 
New York use the Meyers devise, over 
which Mr Bioeher claims superiority for 
his machine because o f the simplicity of 
its action.

on Aug. 15, 1861, Mr. Fraliek sent a 
written report to Captain Hawley 
showing the condition of the south 
eru army on the Virginia side.

Captain Fraliek closed it with the 
words, “ All s quiet along the Poto­ 
mac tonight.” 
The expression came into public 


uho through tin* instrumentality of Jo ­ 
seph Howard,Jr., tin* wareormqiond 
ent, who, after seeing the report »»f 
Captain Fraliek, took up the phrase j 
iu his A c c o u n t of tlm movements of 
the armies, and from the time it first 
appeured in the N«*w York Herald it! 
became popular and a national by 
word.
